That a Government whose essential char 
acter is republican, whose executive head and 
legislative body are both elective,:whose most 
numerous and werful b ofthe Legis- 
lature is el by the people directly, has no 
power by appropriate laws to secure this 
election from the influence of violence and 
corruption, and of fraud, isa proposition 80 
startling as to arrest attention and command 
gravest consideration. Ifthis Government is 
—— more than a mere aggregation of 
delegated agents of other States and govern- 
ments, it must haye the powerto protect the 
elections on which its existence depends from 
violence or corruption.’’ 

In the later days of the Roman Republic the 
controlling elements in elections were brib- 
ery, force and corruption, and this was the 
cause of its fall. So in ours, if elections are 
controlled by the meanest frauds and crimes 
instead of the popular will, it will be the end 
of free government. The mission of the Re- 
publican party will never end until every legal 
voter can cast one honest vote, and no more, 
and have that vote counted. 

A vital difference between the two great 
parties is shown in their choice of officers and 
agents to conduct the Government.

This is so marked that every na- 
tion to which these gentlemen are accredited 
may fairly conclude that it was the Rebel 
cause that triumphed and not the Union cause, 
Nearly all these are of the extreme school of 
Southern politics. One of them refused to ask 
to have his disabilities removed. Another, on 
a public holiday when the flag of our country 
was floating over the city of Washington, 
turned to Tt and said: How 
hate that flag; and yet when checked, 
added: „But I would fight for it 
now. The body of these men are more fitted 
to represent the Confederate States than the 
Union people. I have no wish to discriminate 
against those who in good faith acquiesced in 
the results of the war, but I do thinkit is a 
shame that within twenty-five years after the 
war is over, the Democratic party in power 
should emphasize to all the world their sym- 
pathy with the Confederate cause.

When the startling 
evidences of illiteracy in the South were dis- 
closed by the census of 1880,a measure was 
twice introduced and passed by a Republican 
Senate to appropriate largesums of money 
from the National Treasury to be distributed 
according to the number of iiliterate 
persons in the several States. When 
these measures were sent to a Democratic 
House they were promptly smothered.

The ice combine had its pins knocked out 
from under it yesterday, and the fight for ice

ation that could be formed, which the 
Post-DisPaTcH has been conducting for the 
citizens, is assured of a successful issue. 

The hardest knock-down it has received so 
far was given it by its chief stays and 
supporters, the wholesale dealers. Ad- 
vertisements were inserted in the news- 
papers to-day by the Creve Cour Lake Ice 
Company, which is controlled by the Huse & 
Loomis Icé Company; Jas. A. Smith & Son, J. 
P. Woodlock and G. H. Donnewald, all mem- 
bers of the Wholesale Dealers’ Association, 
offering to sell ice in any quantities at the oars 
and houses from 17% cents to 20 cents a 
hundred. This is the outcome of two con- 
ferences held between the wholesale men and 
the executive committee. The first conference 
was described inthe PoOST-DISPATOH yester- 
day and was extremely unsatisfactory. The 
retail men insisted on areduction from the 


esale men,so that they could sell at lower 
rates and still make big profits, and the whole- 
sale men taunted the retail men on the loss of 
the large customers, such as butchers, 
grocérs, restaurant keepers and others with 
wagons of their own. 
. - ONE OF THE CHIEF COMPACTS 
790 to between thefwholesalers and re- 
ra was that the wholesalers should sell to 
such customers w had their own convey- 
ances and called at the cars and houses 
at the regular price, so as to force 
such consumers to purchase from the retail- 
ers and save this heavy trade to them. In 
this way the fact that a man had a wagon 
which he could use to haul his own ice was of 
no advantage to him. He was compelled to 
pay the protits of both wholesaler and retailer 
and to pay the * ot delivery in addi- 
tion to deiivering his own ice. The combine 
attempted to force such consumers to pay 
both dealers. It has failed to dosoand the 
Posr-Disraron held up this compact as the 
most unjust feature of the pool. The con- 
sumers refused to submit to any such gouge 
and went elsewhere for their ice, as the POSsT- 
DISPATCH had made it possible for them to do 
by encouraging competition. The retailers 
were to hold this custom with the help of the 
wholesalers, but failing to do so the whole- 
salers refused to submit to the enormous loss 
of custom which was entailed on them, and 
matters came toa crisis yesterday. The first 
conference was warm enough and brought out 
a bitter controversy, but the second one was 
hotter still and lasted until 7:300’clock. The 
retailers were forced into a concession which 
“was formulated in a resolution permitting the 
wholesalers to sell ice to consumers at the 
cars and houses at practically the prices given 
the pool retailers. 
WHILE THIS IS A BIG CONCESSION 
and is a victory for a large class of consumers 
and for the PostT-DISPATCH, there may bea 
trick in it which may prove that the Greeks 
are to be feared bearing gifts. The pool men 
have found to their cost that they are losing 
the large consumers and that the outside 
legale dealers bave captured this trade. 
ve has undoubtedly been made to re- 
gain this big trade, but it has also been made 
with the purpose of crushing outside dealers. 
It may be the last desperate attempt of the 
pool to save itself, and, while it proves its 
weakness and the loss it has suffered, con- 
sumers should stand by the dealers 
who came to their relief when they were 
jn the power ~af_the pool. These men have 
risked their money and have, with a great deal 
of enterprise, gone outside of the city and 
bought ice, brought it here and sold it at rea- 
sonable prices. The butchers, grocers and 
othere who have benefited by the enterprise 
of these men should see to it thatthey are not 
de It is to their interest to stand by 
them, because the combine has already shown 
its temper, and there is no guarantee that 
should the oatsiders be crushed the same prices 
and methods will be resorted toagain. The 
only safety for consumers lies in healthy com- 
petition and the only men who will keep com- 
petition alive are the outsiders. The fact that 
the pool has gone to pieces simply proves what 
this competition has accomplished and how 
valuable it is. The ice that the pool attempted 
to force on the city at big prices is not the ice 
Shat the people want. ' 
But there isa more serious aspect to the ac- 
tion of the wholesalers with regard to the Re- 
tail Ice-Dealers’ Association. It knocks out the 
keystone of this structure. One of the most 
important compacts between the two associa- 
tions was that no ice should be sold at less 
than retail prices, barring certain exceptions 
to an except members of the Retail Dealers 
yy — and that no ice should be sold to 
ers outside of the association. 


THIS WAS THE BOND OF UNION 
of the retail combine. It was the chain by 
which-the combine was to be maintained. It 
provided for the boycott of outside dealers 
and for the entire shutting-out of retailers ex- 
lied from the association. It was held over 
he heads of the members as a constant men- 
ace, forcing them to accede to and maintain 
all the rules and regulations of the combine 
d maintain the prices, on pain of not 
elled from the association, but 
cut ot from their supplies of ice and 
in business.

NO MERCY FOR HIM, 


A Brutal Ravisher Lynched by a Mob in 
Indiana, 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 1.—Sheriff Lewis of 
Gibson County, Indiana, arrived in the city 
last night and brought the news of a very sen- 
sational affair happening in Crawford County 
Sunday. Al4-year-old daughter of John Flan- 
negan, near Boston, in that coun- 
ty, was carried away and cruelly 
and foully assaulted and outraged. 


At 10 o’clock Sunday morning Charles ard 
Walter Davis, brothers of bad repute, visited 
the Flannegan residence, which is situated 
eight miles from this place in Perry County, 
and finding the family away from home, save 
the daughter and her two brothers, 
they told the Flannegan boys that some stray 
stock was breaking into the farm a mile awa 
from the house. The Flannegan boys starte 
over to see about the supposed stray and 
ro stock. No sooner had the 
started to look after the supposed stray stoc 
than the Davis boys carried the young 
daughter of Flannegan to a neighboring wood, 
where the outrage, too foul for deserip- 
tion, was enacted. A handkerchief was 
placed over her mouth, and the girl was tied 
to a tree while her person was violated. After 
this most flendish assault she was beaten with 
a stick of wood and 
LEFT FOR DEAD. 

When her two brothers returned home, a 
search was made for the missing sister. 
An all-night hunt failed to discover 
her, but on Monday morning some ot the 
neighbors found the girl, almost dead, tied to 
a tree in the woods. She stated that after the 
foul assault upon her that the two men pointed 
pistols at her and threatened to shoot her if 
she made any outcry during the night. The 
two Davis boys who made the assault were 
found in the woods near the suffering girl on 
Monday morning. 

One account states that both of them were 
taken toa sapling near by and lynched after 
they had confessed the deed. Another states 
that Walter Davis escaped, but that just after 
dark his brother Charles was found concealed 
under a house and was dragged out by

Mr. Van Rennsalear re- 
mained three years in the Jesuit House of 
Studies at™ Woodstock, Md., and he has since 
taught in Catholic college. One of his sisters, 
Miss Euphema Van Rennsalear, is Sister 
Mary Dolores, who has charge of the infirmary 
in St. Vincent De Paul’s Foundling *. — in 
Sixty-ninth street.

FEARS FOUL PLAY. 


Daniel H. Prindable Says His Son Was 
Drowned on Monday. 


Daniel H. Prindable of No. 1206 North Ninth 
street called atthe Morgue this morning and 
stated that the man who was drowned Monday 
evening by falling from oneof the barges of 
an excursion boat which was returning from 
Jefferson Barracks was his son, Daniel F. 
Prindable. The body has not yet been re- 
covered, but Mr. Prindable is positive that it 


was his son who fell overboard, and 
he fears that he may have met with 
foul play. The young man was 26 years of 
age, nearly 6 feet high, weighed over 180 
pounds and was very powerful. He was also 
an unusually expert swimmer, his father stat- 
ing that he could swim the river from bank to 
bank several times without stopping. At Jef- 
ferson Barracks he was seen to speak to a 
couple of young women and when he was 
drowned they and their escorts were on 
the barge near where he fell in. 
The father thinks it barely ossible 
that his son may have h some 
trouble with the companions of these women, 
although he knows nothing positively in re- 
gard to the matter, it being a mere conjecture 
Ot his. Mr. Prindable says his son left the 
young man who was with him on the boat, 
Stating he would return in a few minutes. He 
had net been gone five minutes when there 
_wasacry of aman overboard, and when his 
“companion rushed forward he saw the two 
young women and their escorts standing near 
where the man had fallen in, and the women 
were screaming with fright. The father be- 
lieves that if not disabled in some way 
his son could easily have saved himself 
by swimming. His theory is that if 
the youne man did not meet with foul play he 
must have been sucked under the boat or been 
struck by the wheel. Mr. Prindable is now 
endeavoring to find eye-witnesses to the ac- 
cidentand the address of a man living some- 
where on North Broadway, who ordered the 
pilot to stop the boat at the time.

The Maine Statesman Chats 


About His European Trip. 


An Interesting Interview, With a 
Slight Reference to Politics. 


Denial of the Rumored Glad- 
stone Home-Rule Campaign. 


Burchard’s Speech Responsible for the De- 
feat in 1884—The Presidential Question 
Skillfully Dodged—Mr. Blaine in Excel-

By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

AvuGusTa, Me., June 1.—James G. Blaine, 
who is the most inacessible of public men to 
representatives of the press, was seen at his 
home here yesterday evening by a corre- 
spondent of the PostT-DIsPaTcH. Mr. Blaine 
has carefully avoided making any statements 
or expressions of opinion for publication since 
his defeat in 1884. Several times during the 
past winter reporters have.called on the 
Maine statesman, but he has on all occasions 
declined to be interviewed. The correspond- 
ent explained as the reason for his call that, 
although not now a public man, Mr. Blaine 
is considered the most prominent American 
citizens in private life, and that his plans and 
movements are therefore of decided interest 
to the whole public of America, trrespective 
of party. When the POsT-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent called at Mr. Blaine’s home, his 
card was received by Miss Dodge, better 
known as ‘‘Gail Hamilton,’’ who is making 
a visit to Augusta, but will not accompany 
Mr. Blaine on his European trip as has been 
stated. In afew moments Mr. Blaine came 
down from his study and entered the large 
drawing-room on the east side of the 
house. He walked at a brisk pace, and his 
appearance has not changed since he was seen 
in public during the late campaign. His 
voice is as powerful as ever; he is in good 
fiesh and much more active than most men 
ten years his junior. Mr. Blaine’s beard has 
grown perhapsa little whiter and he has lost 
the brown, sunburnt colorfrom his face which 
his out-door life during the summer usually 
gives him. If Mr. Blaine ls a sick man his ap- 
pearance gives no hint of it. On the contrary, 
he looks like a man of thoroughly robust 
health and unimpaired vigor. To the Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent Mr. Blaine said: 

THE TRIP ABROAD. 

et am going abroadand expect to be gone 
about a year. Mrs. Blaine and my two daugh- 
ters, Marguerite and Hattie, will make up the 
party. I have engaged state-rooms on the 
German Lloyd’s steamship Ems, which sails 
June 8, Wednesday week. We intend tospend 
a considerable time traveling through Great 
Britain. After England we will possibly go 
into Scotland and Ireland; then I think we shall 
spend a little time in Germany, and after 
that take France. By this time it will 
possibly be getting so late in the year 
that Spain and Italy will be comfortable. 
We intend to make a tour to both of 
these countries and spend next winter along 
the Mediterranean. We will possibly make 
long Visits in Rome and Greece, perhaps stop 
a brief time in Constantinople and visit the 
scenes of the recent earthquakes in the south 
of France and adjoining portions of Italy. I 
have made no definite outline for the trip, but 
expect to follow about the same route followed 
by all Continental tourists. Idonot know of 
any particular by-path we have thought of.’’ 


NO HOME-RULE CAMPAIGN. 

How about the report, Mr. Blaine, that you 
contemplate in some way assisting Mr. Glad- 
stone and the Home Rule party?’’ 

That story is purely imaginary. I never 
had such an idea in my mind. No, indeed, I 
shall do nothing of the kind.“ 

‘*Does it strike you that such a plan would 
be a grand one, and identify you with a most 
worthy movement?“ 

‘‘Now, what do you mean, exactly?’’ Mr. 
Blaine asked. 

IJ refer to the suggestion that if you, as one 
of America’s foremost citizens, should cross 
the ocean to help the great leader of the Home 
Rule party in England to establish Irish rights 
—by speeches at public dinners, to which you 
undoubtedly will be asked, and perhaps at 
public meetings’’— 

Such an action would be simply meddling 
with the affairs of another notion,’’ said Mr. 
Blaine. ‘‘What would be thought if some 
prominent Englishman should take the stump 
during one df our national campaigns?’’ 

Would not such a course abroad greatly 
help a candidate for the Presidency here, 
the correspondent ventured to Say. 

Not at all, said Mr. Blaine. 
react upon him without doubt. 


THE PRESIDENCY. 

„Mr. Blaine, would you accept the nomina- 
tion for 1888 if it was tendered you?’’ 

„That is something I have not considered 
atall and have never discussed with any- 
body. 

‘‘If you were the candicate for 1888 would 
such an Irish policy as I have suggested 
strengthen you?’’ 

Nou may be assured that if I made speeches 
in England, as you suggest, there would be no 
danger of the honor being tendered me that 
you speak of.’’ 

MR. BLAINE’S HEALTH. 

It has been widely published that your trip 
to Europe is for the benefit of your health. Is 
that the case?’’ 

It is very curious about that report. I have 
been made sick by various newspapers at va- 
rious times, and first and last have been made 
to have nearly every malady that I know of. 
I have had Bright’s disease, a torpid liver, af- 
fection of the heart, paralysis, nervous debil- 
ity and, well, I don’t know now, but at any 
rate a good many other diseases. As I said, it 
is curious how those stories start. Now I have 
seen a hundred different versions of my sick- 
ness out in the Indian Territory,’’ 

**What are the facts about that?’’ 

It was a cold; nothing more. I left pane 
when there were four feet of snow out there 


It would 


in my garden, and we had just finished one of 


the severest winters I ever remember in 
Maine. In about nine days I passed into a 
climate ten degrees warmer. I left snow- 
drifte here and found the flowers in bloom in 
the Indian Territory, and in some way exposed 
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tact, been singularly free from sickness. 1 
have had hardly a sick day in my life, never at 
any time serious, and I never had any organic 
trouble of any kind.’’ 

„„To what do you attribute your good 


health?“ a 
STRICTLY TEMPER ATE. : 

„Well, I have a very strong constitution, 
and more than that I have taken great care of 
myself. I believe lowe a great deal to this. 
For instance, I have always been careful to 
keep dry feet. I have no bad habits and have 
never been addicted to the use of stimulanté 5 
I don’t smoke or use tobacco in any form, in 
fact I * had a of tobacco in my 
mouth. I never took stimulants; I don’t 
know the taste of rum, whisky, brandy or 
gin. I have, to be sure, at times taken a glass 
of claret, but nothing more. Asa matter of 
fact I never cared for tobacco or wines, al- 
though my boys all use them.’’ 

It has been frequently stated, Mr. Blaine, 
that you have suffered from indigestion?’’ 

NOT AN EPICURE. 

No, that is not true. I have always been, 
as they say, ‘a small eater.’ Iam not an epi- 
cure and my diet is as simple now as it was 
whenI was a boy on a Pennsylvania farm. 
This fact, as well as my not caring for wines 
or tobacco, is no particular credit, because it 
is the result of the lack of any desire for high 
living. Inever cared for eating, and I sup- 
pose my meals every day are as simple as 
those of any farmer in Maine. No, I never was 
troubled with indigestion at all. I believe that 
most troubles come from carelessness and es- 
pecially from wet feet. Now, Il always carry a 
pair of rubbers with me and usually a light 
and a heavy overcoat. ’’ 

STRAIN OF THE LAST CAMPAIGN. 

Do you find that your powers of mental 
and physical endurance were impaired by the 
strain of the last campaign?’’ 

„1 think not. For six weeks during my 
Western trip I did a great deal of hard work. I 
made 486 speeches in six weeks and was trav- 
eling all the time. My hardest day was when 
Imade twenty-nine stump speeches in one 
day. Ofcourse the speeches were only from 
ten to twelve or fifteen minutes in length, but 
such a quantity of them were harder 
than one or two long ones. A short stump 
speech-is more wearing that one of an hour 
or more, because you must cut off all 
introduction and condense a hundred facts 
into ten sentences. Well, Itraveled through 
the West for six weeks and on November 6, 
two days after the election, I became con- 
vinced that Mr. Cleveland was to be given a 
majority of the electoral votes, and began that 
day on my book. For fourteen months I 
wrote fifteen pages of foolscap manuscript 
every day. I felt no ill effects from the work 
of the campaign and began immediately writ- 
ing my book without feeiing the need of any 
rest Whatever. 

NOT A PUBLIC MAN. 

Don't you consider that an author of books 
of general interest which are generally read by 
the public is, in a sense, a public man?“ 

hardly think so. I am not a public man. 
Private life undisturbed by intrusion is one 
of the greatest privileges of American liberty. 
I think a man who is not before the public, and 
is a candidate for no office ought not to be fol - 
lowed by the newspapers. I have been im- 
portuned for interviews, butI have no opin- 
ions on public questions, and I make a prao- 
tice of avoiding newspaper men because my 
confidence has been betrayed so frequently, 
and lhave been misquoted and made to say 
things that I never did say and never thought. 
As soon as aman opens his mouth to a reporter 
he is then in his power. Now, Itold you I 
had nothing to say and would not be inter 
viewed on public matters. I am perfectly 
willing to tell you for publication that I am 
going abroad and of my planssofar as made, 
if that is of any interest to you, and to tell you 
that my health is first-rate, and that I never 
felt better or stronger. But I do positively re- 
fuse to discuss political matters further than 
what little I have said to you, if that can be 
considered political, because Iam not before 
the public and have no opinions to express to 
anybody. When aman is not prominently be- 
fore the public there is very little interest felt 
in him.’’ 

Take the case of Jefferson Davis, for ex- 
ample, he has not been in the public eye for a 
long time, and yet he is still a person of in- 
terest,’’ the POST-DISPATCH correspondent 
suggested. 

Well, nowIdon’tthinkso. For a man of 
80 great prominence he has almost entirely 
fallen from view. I don’t know that any great 
interest is felt in his movements now, and I 
have never heard that his book had much of 
a sale.“ 

NO MORE BOOK WRITING. 

„Mr. Blaine, are you contemplating writing 
another book?’’ 

4 ‘No. a” 

It has been suggested that you intended to 
write something on your impressions of 
Europe?“ 

No, I have no such intention. 

Will you take a private secretary or a sten- 
ographer with you?’’ 

No, indeed. That sort of thing is exactly 
what I intend to avoid. I shall do no work of 
any kind. I go for the trip and my own pleas- 
ure. I have done ail in the line of authorship 
Imeantodo. I was a newspaper man mpself 
once. I was the editor of the Portland Adver- 
tiser for several years, aud after that was con- 
nected with the Kennebec Journal. That 
was some time ago, however, and newspaper- 
ing has changed wonderfully since then. The 
facilities of telegraphing, and other things 
have made it possible to build up great news- 
papers which would have been out of the 
question in my day. But the daily papers now 
are printing a great deal of matter every day 
that I don’t think is strictly news. The special 
articles and a great deal of other matter has 
been absorbed into the newspapers, which is 
not strictly within their province.’’ 


PUBLIC MEN AND NEWSPAPERS. 

There is one thing the London papers have 
that our papers have never adopted, and that 
is the special contributions and editorials 
written now and then by men outside of the 
profession who are eminent authorities 
on various subjects—£5 men, I think, 
they call them. They are not journalists, but 


and foreign matters, and are able to write ex- 
haustively and thoroughly on these subjects. 
It is not the £5 that they write for, although a 
man would rather have the money in his 
pocket than not, of course. What they 
contribute is interesting and _  instruct- 
ive reading. Still, 1 suppose it 
would be hard to find the number of men here 
that could or would write an occasional 
article that can be found in London. I have 
no doubt the American press will come to this 
in time. I have a large number of newspa- 
pers to read every day-—some I subscribe to, 
but most of them are sent to me. Perhaps I 
average to open thirty papers every day. I 
cannot undertake to. read all that there is in 
every one of them, but I can usually find 
time to read what interests me in most of 
them. Besides the regular papers a great 
many aresent me from all parts of the country 
with articles marked. 
MR. BLAINE’S CORRESPONDENCE. 

‘Is your correspondence proportionately 
large?’’ 

Within the last two weeks I have received 
a great number of letters and telegrams from 
all around inquiring about my health. Most 
of them are from friends that were alarmed at 
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dut some are from editors asking for an exact 
statement of what my condition really is.’’ 

Do you answer these?“ 

Oh, no; not as a rule. 

„When a false rnmor is started, don’t yon 
deny it?’’ 

No, Ihave not denied any newspaper re- 
ports for years. When they first had me sick 
with all sorts of maladies it used to trouble 
me a little, but I pay no attention to such mat- 
ters now.“ 

REMARKABLE NERVES. 

The PosT-DISPATCH correspondent then 
asked Mr. Blaine if it was true that his nerves 
had received. a severe strain from the hard 
work of the last campaign, as was reported at 
the time. In reply Mr. Blaine smiled and 
extended his arm, holding his thumb 
and index finger together for several 
minutes. In that time not a tremor 
or vibration could be detected. He 
then said, still smiling: My physician in the 
Indian Territory had me hold a wineglassfull 
of water that way, and watched to see if I 
spilled a drop. For a man of 57 he told me 
I had a remarkable set of nerves. Inever was 
bothered by what they call ‘nervousness.’ I 
could always sleep well and eat well when the 
time came.’’ 

The POST-DISPATCH correspondent had been 
in conversation with Mr. Blaine for two hours, 
and on rising to leave Mr. Blaine put on his 
hat and accompanied him a few blocks along 
the street. The ex-Senator seemed as strong 
as ever, and on turning to go back to his house 
he walked ata brisk pace and was evidently 
still enjoying the robust health and vigor that 
have always characterized him. 

BLAINE AT THE DEPOT. 

Later in the day, while the correspondent 
was waiting at the railroad station for the 
afternoon train for Bar Harbor, Mount Desert, 
and whither other duties called him, Mr. 
Blaine and his wife entered the depot. He 
was plainly dressed in a dark suit with a black 
overcoat and a heavier one on his arm. He 
wore a standing collar with a black tie, and in 
his shirt front, which was exposed by alow- 
cut vest, were two large plain gold studs. 
The only striking portion of his dress wasa 
pearl- colored tall hat which had evidently 
been worn last season. Passing a beautiful 
lake called Newport Pond the conversation 
drifted into a discussion of summer resorts. 

GROWTH OF SUMMER RESORTS. 

Mr. Blaine said: ‘‘The growth of summer 
resorts is always governed by the wealth of 
the people. But they are an institution that 
will always exist. Bar Harbor, without ques- 
tion, will be the most famous watering-place 
in the country. It has every advantage, and 
is possibly the coolest place in summer on the 
coast. I think that Maine is destined to be the 
State for summer visitors. Cottages and 
hotels are springing up all along the coast and 
all over Mount Desert Island. It is a won 
derful coast, with indentations and pict- 
uresque islands and scarcely a spot that is 
nota fine situation fora cottage. The more 
people’s attention is directed to our scenery 
the more popular our coast is growing.’’ 

After going over his cottage with the Pos r. 
DISPATCH correspondent,. pointing out the 
view from various parts and giving the history 
of the souvenirs which decorate the rooms, 
Mr. Blaine took a seat on the piazza. In the 
course of the conversation Mr. Blaine again 
referred to his book and the work of the last 
campaign. 

OUT-DOOR SPEECHES. 

Mr. Blaine said: I found in making my out - 
of-door speeches on my Western trip that the 
fresh air greatly supported me. There 
was much less fatigue speaking out of doors 
than in a hall. I suppose all public speakers 
find this so. As I told you I made 486 speeches 
in six weeks, and had little time for rest or for 
preparation. I hada lot of correspondents 
with me all the time, and in all these speeches 
Inever had them pick me up ona word nor said 
a thing that could be used against me. And 
then, at the last moment, it was all over- 
thrown by something some one else said.’’ 

THE BURCHARD SPEECH. 

Did you hear the famous words of Dr. 
Burchard?’’ 

No, I aid not hear what he said, but the 
reporters heard it, and ext day every paper 
in the country had it, of course. But, asa 
matter of fact, I did not hear it myself. Why, 
out in Indiana they had it that I said it—oh, 
yes, it went allover the State that way. Ina 
good many places in the West, they had slips 
of paper printed with ‘Read what Mr. Blaine 
says“ on them and distributed them in 
front of the churehes on Sunday. That 
is what lost me the election, You 
know, of course, how close it was. Well, in 
New York City alone it lost me several thou- 
sand votes—a good deal more than enough to 
have carried the State. Ihave never felt sure 
that I was not elected, It was a matter of less 
than 600 votes to have turned New York the 
other way. When it is as close as that there 
can be no certainty ef the count. 1 don't 
think it can be ever said with Ed which 
one of us really got the most v 

ADMIRING CROWDS.
